Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7 are allowed.

expressed in percents by weight of the oxidic forms of the constituents, comprises: 
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Regarding Claim 2 the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in Claim 2, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of "An electric automotive signal lamp having a glass envelope, 
the glass being red colored, the glass composition comprising copper between 0.1 and 
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2% by weight, tin between 0.1 and 2% by weight, barium between 7 and 1 1 % by weight, 
and strontium between 1 and 5% by weight, from a trace amount up to 0.05 percent by 
weight of the oxidic form of Fe203 wherein the glass composition, expressed in percents 
by weight of the oxidic forms of the constituents, comprises: 
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Regarding Claim 3 the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in Claim 3, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of "An electric automotive signal lamp having a glass envelope, 
the glass being red colored, the glass composition comprising copper between 0.1 and 
2% by weight, tin between 0.1 and 2% by weight, barium between 7 and 1 1 % by weight, 
and strontium between 1 and 5% by weight, wherein the glass composition, expressed 
in percents by weight of the oxidic forms of the constituents, comprises: 
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Regarding Claims 4-5 and 7, they are allowable for the reasons given in Claim 
1 -3 because of their dependency status on those claims.
